To solve a crossword puzzle, you must fill in each puzzle box with a letter. To enter the 
letter into the puzzle, use the following steps. 

Touch the puzzle box you want to write in. The box will turn yellow when selected. 

2, Tap Zoom or touch the highlighted square a second time. 

3, Once zoomed in, use the stylus to write a letter in the yellow square. If correct, the 
letter will turn black, and the puzzle will automatically move to the next square so 
you can write the remaining letters. If the Assist feature is activated, incorrect letters will 
be red. 

ASSIST 

With Assist, you will be prompted when you have written an 
incorrect letter. The incorrect letter will be displayed in red, 
and you will hear an audio cue. The puzzle will not scroll to 
the next box, so you have a chance to fix the error. 

FINISHING A PUZZLE 

Once you've finished a puzzle, your final time will be shown along with your rating 
based on how quickly you finished the puzzle. From there, you can review the puzzle 
or go back to the puzzle-selection screen.
